Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  report 
for  the  year  1913. 

So  far  as  vital  statistics  are  concerned  the  chief  points 
to  which  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  are  the  low  rate 
of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  (viz.,  8.6  per  1000 
estimated  population,  the  lowest  for  the  district  on  record,) 
the  practically  stationary  birth  rate,  and  the  low  number 
of  notifiable  diseases  notified  (viz.,  one  case  of  diptheria 
and  two  cases  of  tuberculosis  only  one  of  which  was 
phthisisi).  These  figures  must  once  again  emphasize ,  the 
remarkably  healthy  conditions  obtaining  within  your  district. 

The  meteorological  records  again  compare  most  favourably 
with  those  of  our  neighbours. 

The  Physical  Features  and  General  Characteristics  of  the 
District. — The  district  is  situate  on  the  sea  coast  with  an 
eastern  exposure  on  the  borders  of  the  County  of  Essex. 
The  soil  is  for  the  most  part  a  heavy  clav,  with  a  large 
gravel  bed  at  Walton  Hall. 

The  district  is  one  of  the  driest  and  sunniest  in  the 
United  Kingdom. 
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Population  and  Social  Conditions. — At  the  1911  Census 
the  population  was  2172,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1913 
it  is  2209  an  increase  of  37.  It  is  by  no  means  a  wealthy 
town,  but  on  the  other  hand  there  is  no  real  poverty. 

The  male  inhabitants  are  for  the  most  part  workers  in 
the  Foundiy,  or  are  engaged  in  fishing. 

The  housing  accommodation  for  the  working-clasb  is  good. 
IT  ere  is  however  a  need  of  houses  of  a  larger  type. 

Selves  age  and  Drainage. — The  house  drains  are  ventilated 
and  trapped  against  the  sewer.  The  sewer  which  has 
now  been  extended  to  the  furthest  point  of  the  district 
leads  into  large  storage  tanks  and  the  sewerage  is  discharged 
on  the  night  ebb  tide  into  the  sea. 

There  are  still  occasional  complaints  of  smells  from  the 
sewer,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the.se  complaints  may  be  entirely 
done  away  with  by  means  of  further  ventilation  of  the 
sewer. 

Removal  of  House  Refuse. — This  is  at  present  done  by 
contract.  I  have  previously  reported  to  you  that  I  think 
the  removal  would  be  better  done  by  employing  3^our  own 
men  and  proper  carts. 

Water  Supply. — Water  is  supplied  by  the  Tendring 
Hundred  Waterworks  Co.  The  quality  is  good  and  the 
supply  ample. 

Milk  and  other  Foods. — The  Milk  supplied  in  the  district 
is  satisfactory.  The  County  Council  Inspectors  have'  made 
no  complaints. 

During  the  year  I  seized  '  some  deceased  pork,  but 
evidence  was  not  sufficient  to  justify  any  legal  action  being 
taken.  All  the  pork  however  was  destroyed. 

Schools. — '1  he  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  are 
entirel}^  satisfactory. 

Births.— 'W\(i  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year 
is  one  less  than  last  year  42  to  43. 

Deaths.- — 7'here  is  a  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of 
deaths  registered  in  the  district,  19  to  24  last  year.  The 
rate  is  reduced  to  8.6  per  looo  estimated  population,  the 
lowest  on  record. 
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Seven  deaths  occurred  of  residents  not  registered  in  the 
District  and  this  bring  the  nett  rate  of  deaths  belonging  to 
the  district  to  10.4  per  1000  estimated  population.  The 
Zymotic  death  rate  is  again  nil.  The  infantile  death  rate 
is  the  very  low  one  of  47.6. 

Notifiable  Diseases. — Duldng  the  past  year  one  case  of 
diphtheria  was  notified.  This  case  occurred  in  the  Coast¬ 
guard  station  and  consequently  I  had  no  means  of  investi¬ 
gating  it.  However,  I  gather  it  was  a  very  mild  case. 

Two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  one  was'  a  case 
of  phthisis.  The  disease  had  been  contracted  some  time 
before  the  patient  came  to  Walton  and  it  ended  fatally. 
The  other  was  a  case  of  tuberculosis  of  the  bowel. 

The  arrangement  for  Isolation  accommodation  at  Colchester 
Borough  Hospital  is  a  satisfactory  one.  No  use  has  been 
made  of  it  at  present.  Appended  is  a  summary  of  work 
done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year  and  a 


report  by  the  meteorological  observer.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration 
a  report  of  the  work  done  as  meteorological  observer  for 
the  year  1913. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  subjoined  table  that  Walton- 
on-the-Naze  compares  very  favourably  with  its  immediate 
neighbours  whilst  it  supersedes  the  averages  for  the  Eastern, 
South  Eastern  and  South  Western  Districts  in  its  records 
of  bright  sunshine.  As  regards  rainfall  (and  this  taken  in 
conjunction  with  sunshine  records  is  perhaps  the  most 
essential  feature  in  a  holiday  resort),  Walton-on-the-Naze 
shows  a  better  average  than  any  neighbour  excepting  only 
Clacton-on-Sea  and  a  markedly  better  average  than  either 
the  Eastern,  South  Eastern  or  South  Western  district.
